Examiners must complete an Interview Summary Form for each interview held where a matter of substance has been discussed during the 
interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks. Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 81 2.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or pointing 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the 
substance of an interview is completely recorded in an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record is required.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed ways in overcoming the rejections of record. 
Namely, Applicant indicated that they will file a terminal disclaimer to overcome the non-statutory double patenting 
rejection of record. Applicant also indicated that they will cancel all claims that were anticipated under 102(b) over 
Aberg. With regards to the 103(a) rejections over Harris ('346) and (721). Applicant stated that they would file a 
statement showing common ownership/assignee to effectively disqualify the Harris et al. ('346) & (721) references. 
The Examiner stated that such a response by Applicant would aid in overcoming the rejections of record. Applicant's 
response will be carefully reviewed upon receipt. No further agreement was reached at this time.
